Sir: 

In pursuit of Applicant's letter dated 5 March 2009 (copy enclosed) in 
response to the notice of allowance, this is courteously to petition the withdrawal 
of the holding of abandonment. 

As stated in the undersigned attorney's letter of 5 March 2009 the Notice 
of Allowance dated 23 October 2008 was not received until 5 March 2009.
